Some people seem pre-ordained to serve. 


For whatever reason, these people give unselfishly, regardless of their other attributes. Christine Stricklin 
was imbued with beauty and brains, personality, and a natural sense of humor. 


But greater than all these was her deep sense of compassion. Never for a minute was she overwhelmed b: 
the luck of the beautiful. For a good part of her life she served those less fortunate. She spent 40 years 
teaching lip reading at the School for the Deaf in Berkeley, Calif. Even in retirement. she remained an an 
with a mission. 


She had her own inspirations. Helen Keller was her first. The story of this blind and deaf woman drove h 

Years later, Keller would come to Stricklin’s school in California and return the compliment. She believe 

that Stricklin had inspired students and faculty, that Stricklin had helped encourage an awareness of the 
handicapped, then aided them. No kinder words ever meant more to this 
striking woman from the deep South. 


Stricklin was born in Acorn, Ark., in 1909 to Sam and Dollie Fleming. T 
town was rural, attitudes extremely conservative, and a woman’s place 
remained in the home. Still, there was a natural charm to the South of the 
early 20th century. For the most part, folks remained gracious, their mani 
small-town and often impeccable. 
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This young lady was quick with a mischievous side to her personality. Hi 
father, Sam, was just learning to drive his new Model-T Ford. It is easy t 
imagine one of those early jalopies with wooden spoke wheels and a rubl 
bulb horn attached to the side of the windshield. 


Stricklin and her brother and sister decided to gang-up and pull a practice 
joke on him. The result was the wreck of her father’s prized new automo! 
Gossip has it that the trio dropped a sheet from a tall oak tree late one nig 
as he was returning home. Startled, her father veered through a picket fer 
and slammed into the front porch of their house. Perhaps the incident (ou 
some sense of guilt) helped shape Stricklin’s determination to serve. It is 
also natural to assume, that in her later years, Stricklin guffawed over the 
incident.

Deaf in Northampton, Mass., where she excelled. From 1932 to 1934, she pioneered lip-reading at the 
Oregon School for the Deaf in Salem. Then love threw a curve ball at her. She married Curtis Stricklin at 
end of that year. Her husband was missing an arm, but never handicapped. Perhaps that drew him to her. 
Courage ran free in that family. 


Curtis Stricklin had a master’s degree in history, and a deep affinity for Lewis and Clark. Is it any surpris 
that the couple retired to Clatsop County? Here, they remodeled a lovely house at Taylor Lake on 300 ac: 
just about five miles from Fort Clatsop. The house was remodeled at the site of Carnahan Station, an earl 
train depot. This close to the winter quarters of the Corps of Discovery, the rich history of those explorer: 
remained nearly tangible. Curtis liked it that way.

ing, nothing can replace a child,” he 
said. “At these funerals, there is no 
talk of politics.

“The return of Army soldier David 
Mitts to his loving family and friends 
here in Warrenton will not make 
international headlines, but to me, 
honoring the life of David Mitts and 
the community that supports him is as 
important, if not more important, than 
honoring the first nonnative visitors 
to Oregon,” the governor said. 

“We will not forget who Sgt. 
David Mitts was, what he stood for 
and all he achieved in his short, but 
very meaningful life,” he said. “David 
was his own corps of discovery, dis- 


covering within himself a calling to 
duty, to honor, and love of country.” 

The governor said citizens can 
celebrate Mitts’ life by giving the 
United States the same kind of devo- 
tion he did. 

Bergerson agreed. “I don’t want us 
to squander freedom,” he said. “There 
was real good blood that was shed to 
give freedom.” 

He added that Mitts lives on, both 
in heaven and in the hearts of those 
who love him. “Little bits of David 
are all over you people.

Iraqi insurgents kill Oregon soldier in

Army Sgt. David A. Mitts was looking 
forward to coming home in February to 
Warrenton from Iraq to be at his wife’s 
bedside when she delivered their first 
child. 

He called Friday and talked to his 


stepgrandmother, Judy Shoop. “He 
said, ‘Tell everyone I love you, and I'll 
be home to see my son born,’ ” Shoop 
said. He was planning for two weeks of 
leave. 

But a day after that phone call, Mitts, 
24, and Staff Sgt. Salamo J. Tuialuuluu, 
23, of Pago Pago, American Samoa,

were killed when insurgents ambushed 
their Stryker vehicle in Mosul, Iraq. 

Both soldiers were attached to the 
3rd Battalion, 21st Infantry Regiment, 
Ist Brigade, 25th Infantry Division, 
based in Fort Lewis, Wash. The military 
released the identities of the two sol- 
diers Monday. 


Mitts’ wife, Tara, 24, is due to give 
birth Feb. 15. Shoop said the couple 
planned to name the baby Landen, for

Mitts is the 33rd service member 
with strong ties to Oregon to be 
killed since the United States en- 
tered the war in Iraq, along with 
three civilian contractors. One sol- 
dier and another contractor have 
died this year in Afghanistan. 

Mitts was raised in Warrenton, 
but he and his wife lived recently in 
Roy, Wash., near Fort Lewis. 

Oregon Gov. Ted Kulongoski 
called for flags at public institu- 
tions in Oregon to be flown at half- 
staff Wednesday in Mitts’ honor. 
His death, the governor said, “re- 
minds us of the unfortunate cost of 
war and compels us to keep our 
servicemen and women in our 
thoughts and prayers.” 

Tara Mitts declined to talk, but 
her father, Richard Quashnick, de- 
scribed the two as high school 
sy.eethearts who had eloped in 


April 2000, barely a year after Mitts 
enlisted in the Army in 1999, short- 
ly after graduation... 

“He was on his second tour,” 
Quashnick said. “I own a king crab 
boat up in the Bering Sea and I 
tried to persuade him to come with 
me, but he decided he would try to 
make a career out of the military.” 

Friends and family remember 
Mitts as a young man who loved 
anything outdoors, especially 
hunting and fishing. “If he could 
have made a living doing that, 
that’s what he would have done,” 
Quashnick said. 

Mitts has an identical twin, 
Dwayne, who works at a Washing- 
ton state grocery store, and a 23- 
year-old sister, Mandy. 

At Warrenton High School, sec- 
retary Jeanne Hyatt recalled that 
he’d been on the prom court and 
had volunteered as a “blood drop,” 
which meant dressing in red tights, 
a bulbous red costume and pointy 
hat to encourage passers-by to give 
blood. 

Mitts, who attended Warrenton- 
Hammond public schools from 
kindergarten through graduation, 
was extremely polite, Hyatt said. 

“He was a very good friend to his 
classmates and very nice to teach- 
ers,” she said. “Our staff is just 
shaker,, really upset.”

The Army’s Stryker brigades are 
centered on Stryker military vehi- 
cles, which are armored, highly 
mobile vehicles with rubber tires. 
They can carry 11 soldiers and 
their weapons at speeds up to 60 
mph, delivering firepower quickly 
to hot spots. 

The Army has used them to 
create a set of Interim Brigade 
Combat Teams, including two at 
Fort Lewis, The 5,000-member Ist 
Brigade went to Iraq in October, 
replacing the 3rd Brigade, 2nd In- 
fantry Division, which returned to 
Fort Lewis in October and Novem- 
ber. 

In the action Saturday, the 
Stryker convoy was ambushed by 
insurgents firing from a. mosque, 
Col. Robert Brown, commander of 
the Ist Brigade, told the Tacoma 
News-Tribune. Stryker troops re- 
sponded by routing the attackers, 
killing an indeterminate number of 
them, and then found weapons 
and ammunition in the mosque 
and a nearby hospital, Brown said. 

Mosul is one of the recent hot- 
beds of the anti-U.S. insurgency in 
Iraq. Insurgents there have at- 
tacked Iraqi police stations as well 
as U.S. military forces. 

David Mitts is the son of Cindy 
McEwen and David Bright, but 
lived with, his grandfather, Phil 


Shoop. 


Even under the strain of combat, 
Judy Shoop said Mitts saw the na- 
tive Iraqis as people who might be 
his friends under other circum- 
stances. 


“You look at these people and 
they are like us,” Shoop recalled 
him saying. “You think you can go 
right up and be friendly, but you 
can’t because you don’t know 
what they will do to you.” 


But Shoop said Mitts would 
have liked to have made overtures. 
“David would have been the type 
to make friends with them,” she 
said. 

Mitts’ battalion had been in Iraq 
for about two months, and he had 
received a Purple Heart earlier 
after a bomb exploded and shrap- 
nel pierced his hand. He walked 
into the hospital and right back 
out, Shoop said. 

“He was scared, But he said... 
‘It’s not a problem, Tell Pa, I’m 
fine.’ He was there to fight for his 
country. He was brave right up un- 
til the end.”

Family, friends honor memory 
of Warrenton’s Sgt. David Mitts 


Mourners struggle with the 
loss of a 24-year-old soldier 
while recounting his great 
humor and enthusiasm

WARRENTON - As hundreds of 
friends and family filled the War- 
renton High School gymnasium to 
honor fallen Army Sgt. David A. 
Mitts, the young woman sched- 
uled to sing the opening song sud- 
denly laughed to herself. 


Adri Stanley thought of Mitts, 
her childhood friend, as she 
searched for the proper micro- 
phone. “David would have said, 
‘That’s what you get, superstar.’ ” 


Stanley later began “Grace Flows 
Down’ without a hitch. 


As mourners struggled with 
Mitts’ death, stories of his good hu- 
mor, his passion for hunting and 
fishing and his penchant for pea- 
nut butter, cheese and pickle sand- 
wiches brought smiles even to 
those wiping away tears. 


Early Tuesday morning, Warren- 
ton High School students cleaned 
the grounds of the school where 
Mitts earned a seat on the home- 
coming court and fell in love with 
fellow student Tara Quashnick, 
who would become his wife. 


Yellow ribbons wound around 
schoolyard trees and the sign out 
front, usually reserved for an- 
nouncements of dances and sport- 
ing events, read simply: “In Memo- 
ry of David Mitts 1980-2004.” 

The school let students out early 
for the service, and soon the halls 
were crowded with Army officers, 
friends and family, many wearing 
ribbons and a photo of Mitts pin- 
ned to their lapels. 

Tables in the high school lobby 
bore photos of the young man at 
play and in uniform, with one cap- 
tioned: “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends. John 15:13.” 


Mitts, 24, was killed Dec. 4 dur- 
ing convoy operations in Mosul. 
Another soldier, Staff Sgt. Salamo J. 
Tuialuuluu, 23, of Pago Pago, 
American Samoa, was also killed in 
the attack on their Stryker military 
vehicle. Both were assigned to the 
3rd Battalion, 21st Infantry Regi- 
ment, Ist Brigade, 25th Infantry 
Division, based in Fort Lewis, 
Wash. 

Gov. Ted Kulongoski, attending 
his 30th memorial for Oregon sol- 
diers, compared Mitts to members 
of Lewis and Clark's Corps of Dis- 
covery. 

“The return of Army soldier Da- 
vid Mitts to his loving family and 
friends here in Warrenton will not 
make international headlines, but 
to me, honoring the life of David 
Mitts and the community that sup- 
ports him is as important, if not 
more important, than honoring 
the first non-native visitors to Ore- 
gon,” the governor said. 

“We will not forget who Sgt. Da- 
vid Mitts was, what he stood for 
and all he achieved in his short, but 
very meaningful life,” Kulongoski 
said. “David was his own corps of 
discovery, discovering within him- 
self a calling to duty, to honor, and 
love of country.” 

Afterward, the governor knelt 
before Tara Mitts, who is due to 
deliver the couple’s first child in 
February, and offered her a folded 
state flag. 

Maj. Gen. James Collins present- 
ed a Purple Heart, Bronze Star and 
a US. flag to Tara Mitts and Mitts’ 
mother and father, Cindy McEwen 
and David Bright. 

High school friend and St. Louis 
Rams football team member Dusty 
McGrorty recalled high school 
days when the two would race 
home for lunch in Mitts’ baby blue 
Ford Ranger, eat a lunch of maca- 
toni and cheese, sneak in a quick 
duck hunt, catch a few moments of 
Jerry Springer’s talk show, then 
make the wild dash back to school. 

“David is in a better place now,” 
McGrorty said. “I love him, and I’m 
going to miss a dear friend.” 


Pastor Ray Bergerson, Mitts’ un- 
cle, recited the words of “Amazing 
Grace,” and asked the gatherers to 
consider the meaning of grace, 
then he stopped. 


“What words can you speak to 
comfort the hearts of those who 
have lost so much life? You can of- 
fer your heart, your sympathy, but 
no amount of sympathy, no 
amount of words can really heal 
the wounds we have.” 


Forty-five minutes later, friends, 
family and local military veterans 
filed from the gymnasium, Out- 
side, a Warrenton police officer 
waited with lights flashing, then led 
the funeral procession to the 
Greenwood Cemetery for a final 
goodbye.

“He’d gotten shrapnel through his hand about two weeks after he was deployed,” Michaelson said. 
“They went to blow something up and the shrapnel came back at him.” 
Mitts received a Purple Heart for that wound. 


“He e-mailed me the day he was killed and said he was nervous, he was scared, things were getting hot,” 
Bright said. He told Mitts to e-mail again soon so he would know his son was still alive. 


Mitts never did. 
The officer who told the family cried, Bright said. “I didn’t want to accept it,” he said. “I was very rude.” 
Mandy Mitts read an e-mail her big brother sent home Thanksgiving Day. 


“I want to thank all my friends and family for everything that you have provided for me,” the message re: 
“T wouldn’t be where I am without your care.” 


The letter talked about repression in Iraq, and Mitts’ belief that he was there to end it. “Freedom doesn’t 
come cheap, so be thankful you live in the United States,” it ended. 


There will be a service at Fort Lewis and Oregon flags will be lowered to half-mast Wednesday. 


“We want everybody to know he did this for everybody,” Bright said..

Family, friends 
remember crusty 
seaman who sailed 
his own course, 
even in death

e had a passion for life, an 

unwavering belief in 

human rights and a pen- 
chant for maritime language that 
could make even a sailor blush. 

Capt. Jack Newbold, a 59-year-old 
retired tug master and founder of the 
Tongue Point Seamanship Training 
Program, died at his Warrenton home 
Dec. 2. It was the end of a three-year 
battle with bone cancer. 

For awhile, Newbold thought he might 
want to die sooner. 

If anything, he wanted the right to 
choose to die, said his wife, Leslie, who 
married the former U.S. Army captain in 
1990. 

He was a powerful advocate of Ore- 
gon’s Death With Dignity law, which 
gave him that right. When the Bush 
administration made efforts to overturn the 
rule, Newbold appeared on national talk 
shows and was even featured in The New 
York Times voicing his support for a per- 
son’s right to die. 

Birth is the only thing more personal 
than passing on, he told national audi- 
ences. And he didn’t want to traumatize

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his wife and 17-year-old daughter if he 
lost control of his body on the way out. 
Typically, a patient using a prescription 


through Death with Dignity will take the 
drugs mixed into applesauce or water. 
They will slip into a coma a few minutes 
later and will die within about two hours. 

When doctors gave Newbold fewer 
than six months to live, he obtained a 
prescription so he could end his life on his 
own terms. 

But he never used it, Leslie Newbold 
said. 

“That in and of itself was very impor- 
tant to him,” she said. “It gave him the 
knowledge and security to know if it got 
worse than what he thought he could bear 
or what I could bear, he had it to use if he 
wanted to. It was like a security blanket 
to him. 

“Tt was a right he believed everyone 
should have.” 

That unyielding drive, that steadfast 
conviction, helped Capt. Newbold get the

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Tongue Point Seamanship Training Pro- 
gram off the ground in 1981 with co- 
founder John Nelson, a retired mariner 
and Newbold’s closest friend. 

The program was administered by one 
government agency but funded by anoth- 
er, creating a web of obstacles for the two 
men. The gritty captain found a successful 
route, however, writing letters to public 
officials. It may have taken two years, but 
in the end, they had government support, 
and they had a program to certify students 
as deckhands or engine room workers. 

“He was really sharp at it,” Nelson 
said. “‘He was one of the smartest guys I've 
known. I doubt if anyone but Capt. New- 
bold could have put this thing together.” 

They started with one tug boat, and 
later secured the former cargo ship Betsy 
Ross. With a volunteer crew, they brought 
home the 176-foot freighter from Wash- 
ington to Tongue Point, but not without 
encountering one last hurdle. 

They were rushing for the Columbia 
River bar in bad weather, and they didn't

make it in time. The bar closed; 
they were out of luck and stuck at 
sea. But as the empty-hulled ship 
rose and then crashed downward 
with each monstrous swell like a 
cork bobbing on water, the group 
decided it was coming in anyway. 

The Betsy Ross made its way to 
Tongue Point over the closed 
Columbia bar... 

“We had to come in, even if the 
bar was closed,” said Nelson, who 
may have spent his life on ships 
since age 16, but doesn’t know how 
to swim. “I thought the ship would 
break in two ... but we were all real- 
ly amazed at her.” 

Newbold described the experi- 
ence to his wife in terms less appro- 
priate for publication in this news- 
paper. But they made it in, even if 
they were too scared to smoke, she 
said. 

The captain commanded a cer- 
tain amount of respect from the stu- 
dents he trained for work at sea. 

“He was rough, gruff and tough,” 
said Debbie Dempsey, a Columbia 
River Bar Pilot who volunteered to 
help bring the Betsy Ross to Ore- 
gon. “He got results.” 

Whether it was his 6-foot-2, 280- 
pound frame or his forceful per- 
sonality, the captain conveyed 
power on first impression, said Julie 
Rhoads, an engineer who worked in 
the seamanship program for about 
six years. 

“Some students feared him,” she 
said. “But around the students you 
have to be tough. If they screwed up, 
they knew it. But he showed a lot of 
compassion for the kids who 
deserved it.” 

While Rhoads, who met her hus- 
band through Newbold 16 years 
ago, clashed with the captain over 
Death with Dignity, they “agreed 
to disagree.” 

“T knew it was no good to argue 
with him,” she said. “He lived his

own life. He didn’t buckle down to 
pressure ... we could still be great 
friends.” 

Aside from a stint Newbold 
spent as regional director for the 
Inlandboatmen’s Union of the 
Pacific, he and his friend ran the 
seamanship program together for 
13 years, until Nelson retired. 
Newbold stayed on board until 


2002, when he was diagnosed with 
skin cancer. 

After a massive operation to 
remove lymph nodes from his head 
and neck and treatment with radi- 
ation and chemotherapy, the cap- 
tain enjoyed an 11-month remis- 
sion. But the disease spread to his 
bones. It was another struggle he 
shared with Nelson, who also suf- 
fers from bone cancer. 

“There’s not much you can do 
from there,” his wife said. “You 
can’t cut your bones out.” 

Capt. Jack, who “very much 
wanted to be in control of his final 
days,” spent most of that time in a 
dreamlike state, his wife said. And 
the night he died was exactly as 
they imagined it would be. It was 
a quiet evening, music was playing 
and a fire crackled in the back-

ground while visitors played 
backgammon and Newbold rest- 
ed in bed. 

He was at home; it was what 
the family wanted. 

The captain may have been 
spiritual, but he was not religious. 
Leslie Newbold plans to distribute 
his ashes in the family’s garden 
and at several favorite camping 
spots. A Celebration of Life will be 
held Memorial Day 2006. 

Nelson wonders if the captain 
should have his own sort of memo- 
rial. The John N tugboat at Tongue 
Point is dubbed after him, and he 
wishes the program could be 
named for his late friend. 

Leslie Newbold is skeptical but 
supportive of the idea. 

“Tt’s there because of him,” she 
said, “because of his tenacity.”

LEONARD LINCOLN TRUITT 
Long-time Warrenton Resident 


Eighty-four year old Leonard Lincoln Truitt died Saturday, February 18, 2006 after suffering from 
Alzheimer's disease for the past five years. Leonard was born April 5, 1921 in Minneapolis, Minnesota 
to Leonard H and Mamie C Truitt. After finishing high school in Minneapolis, Leonard worked in a 
munitions plant in Burlington, lowa. While there he met and married Ruth Duffy. Leonard entered the 
Navy in April of 1943 and was honorably discharged on December 9, 1945. He served on the USS 
San Juan, an escort destroyer which was part of the 3rd Fleet stationed in the South Pacific. He was 
in Tokyo Bay on the USS San Juan when the peace treaty was signed on the USS Missouri, and he 
was with one of the first rescue crews who went ashore in Japan to liberate prisoners of war. 


Following World War II, Leonard joined his wife and daughter in Vancouver, Washington, and he 
started work as a painter in the construction industry. Over the next several years, three more 
daughters were added to the family. By 1960, he was working as a journeyman painter, and then in 
1962 he switched from painting to drywall installation. 


He and Ruth were divorced in 1960, and on September 15, 1962, he married Marjorie Craven, a 
widow with two children. A year later, Leonard went to his first Alcoholics Anonymous meeting and 
remained active in this organization until mid-2003, when Alzheimer's disease made it impossible for 
him to continue. In the late 1970s, the Truitts moved to Warrenton and Leonard opened his own 
business, Warrenton Drywall, which he successfully operated until the mid-1980s when he retired. 
Always proud of the work his company provided in the community, he was especially proud of the job 
he completed on the high, sloped ceiling of the Columbia River Maritime Museum. 


Following retirement in 1996, Leonard remained busy. For a number of years, during the summers, he 
and Marge worked as campground hosts at Clatsop County's Spruce Run Park, and Leonard worked 
part-time as grounds keeper at the Fort Stevens Military Cemetery. They also traveled extensively 
back and forth across the United States—attending AA functions, sightseeing and visiting family and 
friends. Between trips, Leonard spent as much time as possible on his boat out on the Columbia River 
fishing with friends or family members. Although Leonard had a violent allergy to crab, he happily 
went out crabbing for Marge who loved crab meat. Both he and Marge loved to go clamming and 
never willingly missed a good clam tide. Leonard took great pride in his home and yard, and spent 
both time and money attempting to protect his roses from the deer who were ever-persistent. He 
loved to have his grandchildren come visit, and took them fishing, beachcombing or just looking for 
firewood. 


In both Portland and Warrenton, a large part of Leonard's life was his association with AA. After 
receiving the help he needed from this organization, he remained active and made himself available 
to others in need of help. Leonard valued the friendships he forged through AA, his work in the 
construction industry and in the community. And, over the years, Leonard carefully maintained these 
friendships, and they remained special to him.

Richard Godwin was such a big 
baby when he was born in Astoria in 
1946, he came home from the hos- 
pital with a nickname that would 
follow him throughout his life: 
Butch. His parents hollered 
“Richard!” only when they really 
wanted to get his attention. “Some 
people didn’t know he had another 
name,” says Janet Godwin, his moth- 
er. 

While “Richard” was unknown, 


Butch certainly wasn’t. “Every 
woman who served him breakfast 
would tell you he wasn’t a very shy 
person,” says a friend. His brother 
Charles jokes that Godwin’s funer- 
al service shut

“He came home 
panting like a lizard,” says his moth- 
er, “but he always wanted to work.” 

Godwin spent much of his life 
at work. After a shift, and on the 
weekends, he would drive out to the 
Airport Crabpot Company in War- 
renton to wrap crab pots with slices 
of inner tube rubber. He liked the 
camaraderie of work. “He was a 
working kind of fool,” says Sheriff 
Tom Bergin. 

When he wasn’t working for 


money, he volunteered as a base- 
ball coach for his son’s team or for 
the Sheriff’s Office, where he put in 
11 years before becoming a full- 
time patrol deputy in 1988. 

Godwin originally wanted to join 
the Army, but his father discouraged 
him. “Listen,” he said to young 
Richard, “you're going to join the 
Guard and see if

“He drove 
like he was in a hurry to get home all 
the time,” remembers his mother. 
““Driving’ was his middle name.” 

His love for cars started as a child 
and he made it his work: sanding 
icy highways in winter for the Ore- 
gon Department of Transportation, 
driving trucks across the state and as 
a tanker commander in the Nation- 
al Guard. He drove for work and 
when he came home, he drove 
because he liked to drive. 

Driving around the state with his 
partner, Tammy Gunderson, his CB 
was never quiet as he greeted truck- 
ers on the highways. The familiar 
sound of “Hi Butch!” saluted them 
along the roads, even on a trip to 
Virginia City, from a National Guard 
friend. 

Godwin had to ease up on the 
gas pedal when he joined the Clat- 
sop County Sheriff's Office, first in 
the Marine Division and later trans- 
porting prisoners to and from Salem. 
Rumor has it he became the trans-

would ask 
inmates and he 
seldom got the wrong answer. “He 
was the friendliest guy in the world 
until you crossed him,” says Bergin. 

At the Sheriff’s Office, Godwin 
frequently got away with colorful 
language — and unique grammar. “I 
gotsta get going,” he would say. 
“*Gotsta’ is not a word!” was 
Bergin’s standard response. 

One of Godwin’s sons was still- 
born; the other died in a car accident 
as a teenager, but the tragedies did- 
n’t keep Godwin away from chil- 
dren. On weekend camping trips 
with friends and family, he orga- 
nized horseshoe games and gunny- 
sack races for children who called 
him “Grandpa Butch” or “Uncle 
Butch.” 

Among his countless certificates 
of achievement and letters of appre- 
ciation is one written by a child: 
“Dear Deputy Sheriff Godwin. I 
wanted to let you know that I have 
paid Mr. S. the money for the candy 
bars I stole. I know what I did was 
wrong. Your friend, L.” 

Richard Godwin’s funeral was 
held at the Clatsop County Fair- 
grounds to accommodate the 400 
people wishing to pay their last 
respects. Several inmates requested 
to attend, to say “Bye, Butch” to a 
friend.
